Five of Them Finally Rescued 
The Fury 
of W estern Storms 
The Day’s 
Record of Disasters. 


W flkf.sbart;k, Pa., Jan. 7.—At th® 
Nottingham mine in Plymouth last even­ 
ing a terrific explosion of gas occurred. 
There had been a heavy fall of coal and 
this forced the gas toward the shaft, but 
on its way it was ignited by the naked 
lamps of miners and exploded. 
The 
brattice work 
and 
timber at once 
caught fire and burned furiously. 
Five 
men we re ta u g h t between the cave-in 
and the fire and all manner of exit was 
cot off. 
The five imprisoned men were 
finally brought out uninjured. 
Thomas 
Richards, who was in another part of the 
mine, was severely burned by the ex­ 
plosion and it is feared ho cannot re­ 
cover. 
P art of the workings of the mine 
are 
located 
under the Susquehanna 
river, and the miners state that water is 
oozing through near where the cave-in 
occurred last week. 
They fear the river 
may break into the mine.

is rumored that two men were killed and 
thirteen persons injured on the same 
road at Riparia, but this is unconfirmed. 
The first train from Spokane in five days 
arrived here this afternoon. 
E ight en­ 
gines have been demolished on this road. 
The heaviest snow-storm in years is pre­ 
vailing. 
The thermometer is below zero. 
Swept by the Blizzard. 


K a n sa s Crrv. Mo., Jan. 7.—Dispatches 
from many places in Kansas and Mis­ 
souri say that a blizzard of considerable 
severity prevailed throughout the:>e two 
States last night. 
In Kansas the wind 
was from the northwest and blew at a 
high velocity. 
The tem perature was 
very low, near the zero point, and, al­ 
though the snow has not fallen to any 
great depth on the level, it has drifted 
badly in places. 
E m poria, Kas., Jan. 7.—Th© worst 
blizzard of tho season struck this place 
Sunday and has been in progress ever 
since, with a fierce northwest wind ac­ 
companied by snow. 
The thermometer 
fell 52 degrees in a few hours and Mon­ 
day was as low as 24 below freezing. 
The snow has fallen so deep th at it is 
feared travel on the railroads will be de­ 
layed. 


A Georgia Outlaw 
Boldly Rescued by a 
Party o f His friends. 
M acon, Ga., Jan. 7.—Willie Wallace, 
the notorious outlaw of H arris county, 
was rescued from Jail in Hamilton at 3 
o’clock yesterday morning by a large 
number of masked men. 
A fter getting 
the front door of tho jail open, they soon 
broke the locks to the iron cage and 
W allace' stepped out 
and joined his 
friends. 
They then rode off. 
The rescuers also took with them a ne­ 
gro who was in jail, named Dan Tatum. 
It is supposed that Tatum must have rec- 
ongnized some of the men. 
If this is so, 
there is no doubt that he was killed, for 
it was a desperate crowd, which has been 
the cause of many negro killings, in the 
county during the past few months. 
Sheriff Kimbrough has organized a 
posse to scour the country for the nuyi. 
Wallace was the head of tho band whieh 
terrorized the negroes last summer. 
Of 
one m urder he is known to be personally 
guilty, while many other arc ascribed to 
him.

W a s h in g to n , Jan. 7 —The Senate re* 
assembled Monday noon, after the holi­ 
day recess, with the vlcc-Presldent In the 
Chair, and with less than a quorum in 
the chamber. 
Among tho numerous petitions pre­ 
sented and referred were two from Kan­ 
sas and Texas, the former urging the se­ 
lection of Chicago and tho latter St.

A Disease Resembling Leprosy Threaten­ 
ing a New Jersey Towu. 


A r lin g to n , N. J., Jan.?.—Physicians 
of this town arc groatly puzzled over a 
new discaso which has Just appeared 
here, and tho citizens nro as greatly 
alarmed, owing to tho fact that the 
symptoms of the diseaso are not unlike 
those of leprosy. Tho only victim of the 
discaso so far as known is a man named 
Borst, who was employed in the cellonite 
works. 
About a week ago Borst was stricken 
down with pains In the head. A few days 
later his skin began to change color and 
largo scales gathered on its surfaco. 
Finally tho skin began to peel off in 
largo patches, the victim was seized with 
gastritis, becamo extremely nervous, and 
owing to tile extreme pain could not lie 
in bed. Several well-known New York 
pathologists were called in by Arlington 
physicians, and after a lengthy consulta­ 
tion all agreed that the diseaso was new 
to them. Saturday it was decided to re­ 
move Borst to a medioal Institution at 
Plainfield, where ho will receive tho at­ 
tention of a number of experts in skin 
discases.

Owing to the size of the dose of aconite, 
the poison acted as an emetic and was all 
thrown off. The doctor is now out of 
danger. 
He says he attempted his life 
because he was discouraged at the strong 
tide of public feeling against him.

INTER-STATE 
COMMERCE. 


Annual Report o f the Commission Sub­ 
m itted to Congress. 
W a s h in g to n , Jan. 7 .—Tho report of 
the Intcr-Stato commerce commission has 
been transmitted to Congress. 
It Is 
lengthy and is devoted principally to the 
review of tho acts of tho commission. In 
reference to tho operation of tho law the 
report says: “ Enough appears by the 
official returns and from unofficial sources 
to warrant a positive statement that as a 
wholo thcro has been considerable In­ 
crease in railroad earnings and that dur­ 
ing the year since tho last report of tho 
commission every month has shown a 
marked, though not tho same. Increase 
over tho corresponding month in tho 
previous year. 
The lowest rato of In­ 
crease upon tho givon number of roads In 
any month was nearly 4% per cent and 
the highest was over 12 per cent, being 
the largest since tho extraordinary rate 
of|earnings in the year 1880. 
“ It is to be noted that.withjthe excep­ 
tion perhaps of some coal roads, the In­ 
creased earnings have been shared by 
various groups or classes of roads in the 
different portions of the country, and 
apparently in the following order: 
“ Pacific slope roads, trunk lines, roads 
south of the Ohio and Potomac rivers. 
Southwestern roads, and in less degree 
by those elsewhere. 
“Thcro seems no reason to believe, 
therefore, that the effect of the law has 
been injurious to railroad earnings. 
A 
number of amendments to the law of 
minor importance are recommended, also 
further legislation, as follows: 
“ I. 
Prohibition of payment of com­ 
missions by one [railroad company to 
ticket agents; by another railroad com­ 
pany for passenger transportation, and 
like prohibition 
of commissions for 
soliciting or procuring traffic to outside 
organizations or persons. 
“2. The abolition of ticket brokerage 
by requiring that every person who sells 
tickets shall be duly authorized by the 
company for which he sells. 
“3. The regulation of payment of car 
mileage for the use of cars of private 
companies or individuals.

F. H. Hagerty. commissioner 
of Immigration for the Territory of 
Dakota, has sent out his report of the 
crop yields of that Territory for 1889. 
As this is the last report that jvill he 
given for the Territory great pains 
were taken to make it accurate. 
The 
Commissioner stales that the rem ark­ 
able crops produced under such adverse 
circumstances as this season presented 
is due to peculiarities of soil and cli­ 
mate which seemingly exist nowhere 
else. 
The marked climatic changes, 
especially the moisture which in ac­ 
cordance with a beneficent law of 
nature follows settlement, will remedy 
most of the disadvantages under which 
the Dakota farmer labors, 
while the 
establishment of cheap and effective 
systems of irrigation from artesian 
wells will largely reduce the hazards 
of 
agriculture 
and 
mako 
the 
Dakotas a region of certain crops. 
The production of wheat rolls up a 
grand total of 44,009.092 bushels and 
the best part of this is that nearly 
every bushel of this vast amount is of 
high grade, largely of No. I. hard 
variety—very rich in albuminoids. 
A study of the tables reveals those 
facts; the total acerage of wheat in tno 
Dakotas for 1889 was 4,669,717 and 
the yield as above stated 44,009,092 
bushels.

The Brown Leghorns lay the most 
eggs of the Leghorn family, but they 
are smaller. 
The Javas recommend themselves 
as table birds, and very readily assuino 
fat. 
The Jersey blues are uot highly 
recommended either as egg producers 
or table birds. 
The Polish are tho handsomest of 
fowls, excellent layers, but not recom­ 
mended for the table. 
Tho Hamburgs are persistent 
lay­ 
ers. but of no account for the table. 
The American Dominiques are the 
original American fowl. 
They are 
good layers and table birds, and just 
the farmers* fowls. 
The game class are second to none 
for table use. and also possess a credit 
able egg record. 
So we might review them all, but 
what we havo given are of the rao3t 
popular breeds, and give an idea what 
to get for different purposes. 


I really don’t approve of—but which 
circumstances seem to indicate as the 
most feasible—by saying that that is 
the best way after all, when, In fact, 
if I could as readily do otherwise I 
would do so. 
And that is tho way it 
is with stanchions for cows; no one can 
really believe that a cow is as content­ 
ed with her neck fastened between two 
rigid bars as she would bo if she had 
more liberty. 
The 
swinging 
and chain 
hung 
stanchions are great 
improvements 
over the old-fa3 hioned rigid bar stanch­ 
ion, neither is equal to rope or chain 
halter. 
Let it bo understood that the 
object in many stanchions is not to 
consider the cow’s comfort at all, but 
to save space, time and bedding. 
My preference is for a roomy box 
stall. 
A cow in a box stall is as com­ 
fortable as she can be, 
and if comfort 
counts for anything, she ought to do 
enough better in a box stall to hglp 
pay for tho extra expense of stable 
room. 
I havo used box stalls for 
steers, cows and calves, (or ten years, 
and at no timo have I found any disad­ 
vantage os compared with narrow 
stalls, except that feed has to be ear­ 
ned a little further from cow 
to cow, 
and a few more steps must be taken in 
caring for tho animals in other ways. 
But with box stalls, well bedded, the 
cows are kept cleaner; the liquid as 
well as solid manure is all saved; the 
cows can calve in their own stalls and 
do not have to be put in 
a strange 
place to calve and then changed back 
again; they have more manger room 
(the advantage of which is that when 
you 
mix poor feed with good the cow 
can spread it out in the long manger 
and reject tho poor, picking out only 
that which she knows will make milk 
and flesh), 
and the milker is not 
bothered by the cow in the next stall 
keeping the flies off his face with her 
dirty tail. 
Tho one great objection to 
box stalls is the amount of space they 
occupy and their first cost; after this 
is said all is said. 
But I believe that 
here, as in most other things, 
“tho 
best is the cheapest.”
